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Insectivorous Plants. 


It may seem at first strange, when one 
considers the valuable services received by 
lants from insects, that there should be 
in existence members of the species which 
actually feed on them. The practice is 
not confined to the denizens of tropical 
climates, as represented in the collection 
of insectivorous plants in the Botani« 
Gardens. There are a few fairly common 
specimens in Ireland, one of which, the 
butterwort, I came across the other day in 
a Wicklow bog. Probably the insects are 
attracted by the pretty blue flower of this 
plant, which is almost like a violet, but 
those who :ettle on the leaves beneatia 
come to an untimely end. Every leaf !: 
covered with a substance which excels ??; 
stickiness many of the preparations sold 
as gum, and the flies, alighting on these 
miniature fly-papers, remain securely 
attached until they die and are absorbed 
inte the leaves. This is one of the 
simplest devices for catching insects ; some 
of the more hizhlvy developed foreign 
plants have more elaborate methods. In 
some instances the leaves may appear 
quite innocent; but, when an. insect 
alights on one of them, mucilaginour 
juices are immediately poured over it. The 
juices will not flow at the touch of any 
substance that is not nitrogenous. Need- 
less to say, it is only in bogs and morasses. 
where there is a lack of proper plant nutri- 
ment, that such insect-eaters as the butter- 
wort and the sun-dew are to be found. 


Ghe Knights of Windsor.

A Curious Gransformation. 


, The day is fast coming, I am told, 
when Heligoland will be a rival of 
Scheveningen, Ostende, Blankenberghe, 
Marstrand and other North European sea- 


side resorts. Already the small town on 
the tiny island is prospering as a holiday 
centre for the masses of German workers, 
who in the years past would never have 
been allowed to land in its magnificent 
harbour, and is beginning to compete with 
the English east coast resorts and the 
Belgian coast towns fer visitors. Of the 
elaborate fortifications, which once en- 
abled Heligoland to vie with Gibraltar as 
the most powerfully fortified spot in the 
world, nothing remains but the concrete 
foundations around its short coast-line, 
built there to withstand the attacks of the 
sea. Before the work of demoli- 
tion was begun, the little island, 
only a mile in length, actually had 
mounted 365 guns. CEnceircled by 
mine-fields and with accommodation 
for a garrison of 4,000 men, it was a nut 
which remained uncracked until the con- 
clusion of hostilities. To-day posters 
advertising its charms and attractions can 
be seen all over the Continent. Heligo- 
land has become a holiday resort. 
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| Women in the .Arena. 


I was interested to note that the civil 
authorities at Corunna refused to permit 
women to take active part in a series 
of bull-fights to be held as a part of some 
celebrations in that town, and were up- 
held in their decision by Madrid. Despite 
this decree, it must not be thought that 
women have never invaded the sanctity of 
the arena. Girl bull-fighters are far 
from being a rarity in Mexico and Sonth 
America. One, a girl of seventeen, Sig- 
norita Maria de Alguin-Garcia, of Mexico 
| City, has seventy-five victories in the ring 
to her credit. Senorita Mya Hollarez was 
the heroine of some hundreds of battles 
in the arena, and one of the most daring 
woman matadors in the world. Her 
prowess won for her the title in South 
America of ‘‘ Queen of the Bull-Fighters.”’ 
Some time ago she entered a convent, 
where she announced her intention of 


doing penance for her adventurous life. 
|The adoption of bull-fighting as a career 
by woman, of course, cannot be ascribed 
solely to a desire for adventure. So great 
is the Latin enthusiasm for the spectacle 
that there is very real profit attached to 


being a matador. The greatest bull-fighter 
in Spain, Senor Juan Belmonte. has been 


known to earn as much as £20,000 for a

THE GREATER 
PLANETS.

THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is in Inferior Conjunction on 
the 17th, and afterwards a morning star for 
the remainder of the month. It is possible 
that he may be visible about 4 a.m. during 
the last week of August. 

Venus is in great splendour in the morn- 
ing sky, rising not long after 1 a.m. She 
will be easily visible in daylight, especially 
if followed from before sunrise. She is at 
her greatest brilliancy on the 5th. Her 
phase is a crescent. 

Mars rises between midnight and 1 a.m. 
all the month. He and Venus are both in 
the constellation Gemini, but do not 
approach each other very closely. The 
small ruddy light of Mars is quite dwarfed 
by the splendour of Venus. Both planets 
are in the neighbourhood of Castor and 
Pollux at the close of the month. The 
aspect of this part of the heavens will be of 
unusual magnificence at that time. 

Jupiter is in Conjunction on the 26th, 
and is invisible, rising and setting with 
the Sun. 

Saturn rises about 7 p.m. at the begin- 
ning of the month, and will be fairly well 
placed: between 10 and 11 p.m., when near 
the meridian. For the next few months 
the ringed planet and his system will be 
within the reach of any moderately good 
telescope during convenient hours. Saturn 
is not exactly an easy object. He reouires 
at least a two-inch telescope and a power 
of 50 to show his rings for what they are. 
Something, of course, depends on the 
observer's eyesight. The above telescope 
will also show his largest satellite, Titan. 
The others require much more powerful 
incase, and some of the smaller are objects 
or giant telescopes and very translucent 
skies. 

Uranus rises at 9.8 p.m. on the 14th, 
and an hour earlier at the end of the 
month. He is slowly creeping north, and 
is now between 8 degrees and 9 degrees 
north of the wae: so that he is high 
enough to be well observable. He is in the 
constellation Pisces, but near the borders of 
Aries, in a very blank region, almost desti- 
tute of even small stars, so that it is 
difficult to describe his position. A star 
map is necessary to find him. When found 
he is not much to look at if the telescope 
is small, just a little blue dot. With 
larger telescope he becomes a little blue 
full Moon, sometimes with faint markings 
like Jupiter’s cloud belts. His two satel- 
lites, Titania and Oberon, are faintly dis- 
cernible with a 10-inch telescope, but a 


the other two, Ariel and Umbriel. . The 
whole planet looks unreal, and it is 
dificult to convince oneself that it is a 
world that is in the field of view, and not 
some planetary nebula. The spectroscope 
has been busy lately investigating the con- 
dition of the greater planets by means of 
infra-red radiation, and the results 
obtained seem to suggest that ammonia 
and similar gases play a large part in the 
atmospheres of Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune. Ammonia, as most people 
know, is a gas at ordinary terrestrial 
temperatures, but becomes a liquid in the 
neighbourhood of Fahrenheit zero. Recent 
researches have shown that the outside of 
Jupiter’s atmosphere; the surface which 
we see in the telescope ; is very cold, 100 
degrees or more below zero, though his in- 
terior must be very hot. There will be a 
much bigger difference than there is 
between the Earth’s interior and the outer 
layers of her atmosphere. So it is auite 
possible that in the case of Jupiter, and the 
other greater planets, ammonia may play 
the part which water does in our 
atmosphere. We thus appear to be 
approaching an explanation of the strange 
spectrum and unusual colour of the outer 
planets, which have puzzled observers ever 
since the discovery of Uranus and 
Neptune. . 


New Moon on the 2nd, at 9.42 a.m.

The most important astronomical event 
of the month is the total eclipse of the 
Sun on the dlst. The zone of totality 
begins in the Arctic, north of the 
Cheliuskin Peninsula, crosses the Polar 
regions and Arctic North America, and 
descends via Hudson's Bay to Canada and 
the Eastern United States, to end in mid- 
Atlantic. Montreal is just within the 
track of tota! eclipse. while in the United 
States the zone includes Boston, Ports- 
mouth and Portland, Me. Several expedi- 
tions are going from Europe to the eciipse 
zone. Your Astronomical Correspondent 
has made arrangements to join one of those 
organised by the Royal Astronomical 
Society, whose location is to be Lake 
Memphremagog, about twenty miles north 
of the Canada-United States frontier and 
fifty miles from Montreal. North America 
will not have another total eclipse till 
1945. The present year is near the 
minimum sunspot epoch, and in conse- 
quence there may not be anything sensa- 
tional to be seen in the red prominences 
or sun flames; but the Corona may be 
more extensive than usual, and the 
planets Jupiter, Mercury and Venus 
should be visible during the one minute 
forty five seconds of total darkness. 

No part of the eclipse will be visible 
from Europe. The extreme outer limit of 
partial eclipse just touches the west of 
[reland. The partial phase is visible from 
the whole of North America, Greenland, 
Iceland, Central America, the West Indies 
and part of N.E. Asia. 

This eclipse is the repetition, after one 
‘‘ Saros,’’ of the eclipse of August 20th, 
1914. The Saros is the famous cycle of 
eighteen years eleven days and eight 
hours, first discovered by Meton = the 
Athenian in B.C, 432, and named 
alternatively the Metonic Cycle. Meton 
received extraordinary honours from his 
country for his discovery, and his cycle 
was engraved on tablets of gold in the 
temples of the gods. He had, indeed, 
delivered the world literally from a night- 
mare; for eclipses of either the Sun or 
Moon were among the most dreaded 
terrors of the ages of ignorance, and had 
often lost battles, shaken kingdoms and 
even frightened people to death. Meton 
showed that they were natural phenomena, 
no more to be dreaded than sunrise and 
sunset, ' 

This, it may be mentioned, is a dying 
eclipse. It is gradually leaving the Earth, 
and is also becoming shorter. After a 
few more cycles of the Saros, it will cease 
to be total, and presently will leave the 
Earth altogether. 


THE STARS. 


With August the starry heavens begin 
to come into their own again. The sky 
around midnight is no longer flooded with 
twilight, and the Milky Way is again 
visible. At midnight on the 1st, at 11 p.m. 
on the 15th, and at 10 p,m. on the 30th 
the following star groups. etc. are 
visible. On the meridian, Capricornus, 
Equuleus, 4 Delphinus and Cygnus. 
Cepheus is overhead, Aquila and Lyra 
are passing away westwards. Further west 
are Hercules, Corona, Ophiuchus and 
Béotes is setting. East of the 
are Pegasis, Aquarius and 
Pisces. Well to the east are Andromeda, 
Perseus and Aries, Taurus and Cetus are 
rising, and Capella shines in the north- 
east, , The Great Rear is below the Pole.

The Perseids are to be looked for during 
the early days of August, reaching their 
maximum on the 9th. They are at their 
best after midnight, like most meteoric

EXPLORING AFRICA WITH 
COBHAM.

ATELY we have been experiencing 
. rather an overdose of African “' adven- 
ture ' pictures, and suspicion is 
beginning to form that clever faking is respon- 
sible for a good many of the thrills in them. 
A real voyage of discovery, however, is a 
different matter, and it is to be h ‘that we 
will soon have an opportunity of seeing the 
record of Sir Alan Cobham’s latest exploit, 
Mas ag is being presented in London this 


week, 

The film is entitled “With Cobham to 
Kivu,” and is the result of an exploration 
for suitable aerial bases in Central Africa. 
For this purpose Sir Alan used the great 
twin-float seaplane Valetta, and the voyage 
was rendered all the more hazardous ty 
reason of the fact that the machine is capable 
of landing only on water. 

Starting at Alexandria, he flew up the 
Nile by way of Cairo, Luxor and Khartoum, 
then across Victoria Nyanza, and so on to 
Lake Kivu, a total distance of seven thousand 
miles. This lake is in the Belgian Congo, 
and is the last of the great Central African 
lakes to be discovered. It lies nearly five 
thousand feet above sea-level, and is pro- 
tected by a range of mountains, some of them 
over three miles high. 

A great deal of the route taken has never 
before been flown over, and has certainly 
never been filmed from the air. Many of the 
incidents of the flight should be well worth 
seeing; for the aviators encountered dust- 
storms, cloud-bursts and other difficulties on 
their way, while on one occasion the aero- 
plane disturbed a herd of over a thousand 
wild elephants in the swamps, a sight 
probably never before seen by man. 

A “ documentary” film of this nature 
needs to be very carefully constructed, and 
one can recall instances of several such 
pictures which, although they contained 
plenty of exciting incidents, never succeeded 


in being anything but boring. However 
excellent material there may be in such films, 
it is too often spoilt by clumsy producing cr 
by inane commentary. But the Gaumont 
Company can generally be trusted to handle 


their job intelligently, and the London 
eritics agree that the picture has more than 
usual interest.

Prince of Wales. The memorial, which 
rises to a height of one hundred and fifty 
feet above the summit of the Ridge, over- 
looks one of the most famous battlefields 
of the Great War. It is situated among 
villages whose names will never be for- 
gotten by those who fought on the Somme 
—Hébuterne, Serre, iraumont, Beau- 
mont-Hamel, Beaucourt, St. Pierre- 
Divion, Le Sars, Courcelette, Ovillers, 
Bazentin. le-petit, La Boiselle, Fricourt, 
Montauban, Mumetz, Longueval, Guille- 
mont, Ginchy atid Combles, together with 
Delville Wood, High Wood and the 
Albert-Bapaume road. Close at hand, too, 
are many of the Somme cemeteries. The 
Thiepval Memorial, erected by the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, is 
engraved with the names of more than 
seventy-three thousand men of all ranks of 
the British Third, Fourth and Fifth Armies, 
whose actual graves are unknown. The 
fact that a small Anglo-French cemetery 
is situated within the enclosure of the 
memorial adds to the point of the inscrip- 
tion upon the memorial itself:

This is untrue, You say that we. grup 
degrees “ for proficiency in cot ich 
need not incl-de anything outsid Lera- 


ture an.. the history oí the foreign language. ' 

This also is untrue, and ridiculously umtrue. 

It. is quite impossible to get an honour de- 
gree without a satisfactory knowledge of 
the History. of France, without satisfying 
the examiners also, on several occasions, in 
written and spoken Frerich. It is né part 
of my duty or of the function of a Univer- 
sity to teach the dialect of French taxi- 
drivers, any more than it is the function of 
my colleague, the Professor of English, to 
teach his students to converse familiarly with 
the orange-women at Nelson's Pillar, 

At Trmty College we provide teaching 
(compulsory on honour students) by a highly- 
educated young Frenchman, whose sole. duty 
is to make his classes familiar with spoken 
and written French. 

It is possible, though most unusual, and 
not encouraged, to take an honour degrer 
without residence abroad. It is a matter o 
expense. We cannot insist on students « 
small means incurring this expense. In Sco 
land and England the State Education D 
partments provide facilities for exchange ix 
students with foreign countries. I have r 
ead asked the Free State Educati 

epartment to institute a similar sasta 
but without success.

Those of allegiance to the Irish Republic, 
he said, have but little reason to com- 
pliment the Irish Labour Party for the 
part it played since 1922. In Cork last 
week Mr, Norton indicated the only lines 
upon which the resistance of the Irish 
people to British blockade and interven- 
tion can be successful. He stated that 
the war situation brought about by the 
British demanded revolutionary measures, 
and that a state of emergency, in 
which all our resources should be 
pooled, should be made effective. 
Mr. Norton, he added, is close to the reali- 
ties of the present situation, and sees that, 
if hunger and want in many homes are to 
be avoided, if the Sheriff and his agents are 
to be restrained and insecurity for the 
masses avoided, those anxious for produc- 
tive work must see that the nation is 
organised as a unit, and that, above all, 
the banking system must be made a social 
service, the object of which would be pro- 
ductive and social development. 

For advocating the same principles as 
Mr. Norton, the leading officers of the 
I.R.A. and their paper had been jailed and 
suppressed, and they were thus interested 
in noting what fate was before Mr. Norton 
for his bold pronouncement. 


A SOVEREIGN IRISH 


REPUBLIC. 


Mr. George Gilmore said that their 
object was completely to undo the British 
conquest, and to re-establish the Sovereign 
Irish Republic. Since the present tussle 
commenced with England, any mention of 
the Irish Republic had been very rare in 
the Fianna Fail paper. The members oí 
the Fianna Fail Ministry were holding 
meetings throughout the country, asking 
for the support of all Nationalist people 
in. the present attitude, and he could 
assure them that there was just one way in 
which they could get that. support. 

In refusing to pay the land tribute to 
England they could have the support of 
all Republicans, but it must not stop at 
that. It was up to each and every Re- 
ee to make it plain what they stood 
or. 

In the present emergency, when the 
whole fate of Ireland hung in the balance, 
the advice given in Dublin was that they 
should remain calm and practice simple 
virtues. The present time called for the 
practice of the sterner virtues that were 
necessitated by an emergency situation. 
Half measures would only land them back 
into the wilderness. - They must press 
for the establishment of industries by 
State credit and under the control of the 
people working in the industries. 


COMMITTEES OF ACTION. 


A revolutionary movement could only 
grow up from the ranks of the people 
themselves, and he advised the formation 
of loyal committees, of action amongst the 
working farmers to make certain that 
whatever hardships have to be undergone 
in this struggle must not be pressed down 
upon them, but must be passed upward 
on to the shoulders of those more able io 
bear them. 

Republicans must make sit known that 
their demand is for a complete undoing of 
the British conquest and the establish- 
ment of the Republic on a basis of owner- 
ship of the land and other wealth-produc- 
ing resources of Ireland by all the people 
of Ireland.

Church with the ceremony, reciting prayers 
in Latin. 

Just then in the distance were seen five 
aeroplanes describing a wide circle around 
the cemetery. Three buglers of the 
Durham Light Infantry sounded the “ Last 
Post.” Three pipers of the Seaforth 
Highlanders played “ The Flowers of the 
Forest,” marching slowly across the apse. 

Suddenly the five aeroplanes turned, 
and in V formation flashed over the 
monument. It was a flight of British 
aeroplanes, which had flown specially 
from England to pay a last tribute to 
the dead of the Air Force. 

The aeroplanes disappeared as the skir] 
of the pipes was stilled, and the one- 
minute silence which followed was all the 
more impressive. Finally, after ‘‘Reveille,’’ 
“The Marseillaise,”” and ‘‘ God Save the 
King,” wreaths were placed on the Stone 
of Remembrance, which became a jewelled 
bank of flowers.

There was no doubt that, on account of

Sho 
was doubly benefiting by it, but he was 
ready to admit that, on account of the 
position we were in. we would have a 
more natural market in that country; but 
Britain could at any time, if she wished 
to spite herself, refuse to take our goods, 
and, therefore, it was bad national policy 
to be dependent on the British mar- 
ket alone for the sale of our surplus pro- 
ducts. We should try to find some other 
markets in addition to Britain’s. Here, 
again, we are being forced to go more 
rapidly along thé road that we ourselves 
have chosen to travel.

The tenth Olympic Games were opened here 
this afternoon, under a cloudless sky and a 
tropical scorching sun, by Mr. Curtis, the 
Vice-President of the United States. 

The arrival of the Vice-President was 
heralded by a cheering crowd of 105,000 spec- 
tators, who loudly vociferated full-throated 
yells as the band played “ The Stars and 
Stripes." The dream of America had come 
true, and the’ most magnificent of Olympics 
since their inauguration in 1896 had come 
to the city of the golden west. 

Princes and nobility from the four corners 
of the earth were among the cosmopolitan 
crowd which tightly jammed the magnificent 
new stadium. en 

With the entry of the two thousand 
athletes, headed by the Greeks and followed 
by the other nations in alphabetical « der, the 
Ulympic choir, two ee yee ne 
the Olympic Hymn. Overhead ung 
timpidly in the cloudless sky, while the air 
droned with the bum of encirciing aeropianes. 

Special favours were accorded no particular 
team, though naturally the loudest cheer was 
for the large American contingent of 240 
strong, last, but. by mo means least, among 
the thirty-six other nations parading. The 
applause was deafening in the tribunal part 
of the stands as the nations the Vice 
President in martial array. Flags were 
lowered by the standard bearers as each 
nation, to the tune of its national anthem, 
paid tribute to the chief representative of 
America. 

The declaration of the official opening of 
tha Games was heralded by a fanfare of 
trumpets and a salute of cannons. The 
Olympie Torch, perched on the summit of the 
stadium, was lit; the Olympic flag was 
haisted to the accompaniment, of the Olympic 
Hymn, and the pigeoms were despatched in 
the time-henou custom. 

The Olympic Oath was taken on behalf of 
the athletes by Lieutenant Calman, one of 
the American fencing team, after which 
Benediction was given the athletes; to the 
chanting of a sacred hymn by Dr. R. G.

The biggest danger would be if there were 
slowness on the part of the farmers in 
paying their debts about September or 
October. Everyone of us, by paying now, 
by paying quickly, will make it possible 
for that money to go round, and be avail. 
able where it was most required.”’ 

As time went on they would see the 
steps that the Government was taking for 
their defence. They had already seen 
some of them. For instance, the 
creameries would be guaranteed 117s. a 
ewt. for their butter. The consumer was 
going to have butter cheaper than before. 
It should be possible now to sell butter 
at 1s.

LAW OFFICER’S

DEFENCE OF THE TARIFF 
POLICY. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday, 


T a Fianna Faii public meeting in Cork 
A on Saturday night Mr. Conor Maguire, 

K.C., dealt in detail with the legal 
ease for the retention of the land annuities, 
and asked why should England get away 
with a better bargain in 1923 than she was 
ready to make in 1920. lit was true that 
under the 1920 Act a burden would have 
been, gt any rate, nominally laid on the 
twenty-six counties, of something in the 
neighbourhood of twelve million pounds, but 
it was absolutely wrong to state, and he 
challenged contradiction upon this, that that 
twelve millions tribute contained any payment 
whatsoever in respect of any of the Land 
Stocks. Under the settlement of 1925 the 
Free State had paid over to Britain in the last 
ten years something like fifty million pounds, 
as against a total of .twelve millions, which 
they might have been asked to pay under the 
1920 Act. 

lt was only quite recently, he said, that a 
secret agreement entered into in 1922, by 
which moneys were paid to England, had been 
revealed. Jt was out of that secrecy and 
hugger-mugger that went on between the last 
Government and England that the present 
situation had arisen. 

“1 do not want to disturb the serenity of 
the proceedings at Ottawa,” said Mr. 
Maguire, * but | think we will get very little 
out of it, and | think you will find that time 
will tell that we were wise in boldly pro- 
ceeding with our policy of tariffs and not 
waiting for it.” 

The Government were, he added, now 
making an open stand upon a principle for 
which the last Government stood, and they 
were now, for the first time, in open conflict 
with England upon that principle, and if they 
gave way now on that principle they would 
never be able to stand again. They had gone 
as far as reasonable men could go to meet 
Great Britain m this matter. Whatever 
suffering the fight might cause would be a 
mere bagatelle compared with the amount at 
stake. 

“We are entitled at least,” he concluded, 
‘to ask from the Opposition at this crisis 
that if they will not give the backing of 
their tongues, let us have the mercy of their 
silence.’’ 

FIANNA FAIL DECISION. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Finance, said 
that the English signatories of the so-called 
Treaty signed and meant it in a ceremonial 
sense, but Michael Collins and some others 
meant it to be semething more. Fianna Fail 
meant to make the Treaty the reality and 
pot the ceremony for liberty. They were 
determined to wring out of the Treaty every 
ounce of liberty possible. 

Regarding the present dispute, he said that 
it was the commonest experience of life that 
so long as the weak would cringe, so long 
would the bully kick. They had been told 
that they dare not fight the appalling 
strength of] those people. His answer was 
that they dare not run away from them. 

He referred to England's action as an

OPPOSITION TACTICS 
CRITICISED.

DUNDALK, Sunday, 

Speaking at a public meeting in Dundalk 
on Saturday night, Mr, Frank Aiken; Minister 
for Defence, said that unfortunately for Ire- 
land the Cumana na nGaedheal dh 
ayed

hands. The reason the British would not 
submit the case of the land annuities to an 
impartial international court was that the 
British themselves did not believe that they 
had x Jegal case. 

“We are entitled to hold the land an 
nuities,’’ continuea Mr. Aiken, “and if the 
majority of the Irish people want some set of 
men to do the crawling to the British Govern- 
ment; if they want some set of men to 
rob the Irish people of the fruits of the soil 
then they have got to get some other set 
of men, because we won't do it. We are in 
the happy position in this country that we 
are not going to starve no matter what action 
the British may take. We have more food of 
some description than we can very well con- 
sume. If we eat it all we would have, to 
build new doors to get in and out of our 
houses.”’ (Laughter. ) 

Fianna Fails pplicy was to produce at 
home most of the things that were needed, 
and in the Dail in a few months would be 
submitted the details of a bill to give a 
guaranteed price to the farmers for wheat 
and other corn crops. He appealed to the 
farmers who could pay their annuities to 
pay them promptly, without having to be 
orced or coaxed to do so. It was their duty 
to do so, so that the Government might be 
armed with the funds to meet the situation 
which England had forced upon the Free 
State.

Te fact, he found it hard to 
repress, Éis admiration Íor the loyal ri. isa 
which the British Government was sticking 
ta the British people, and the loyal way in 
which the British people and the British 
newspapers were sticking to the British 
Government. 

To read some speeches delivered through- 
out the past week one would think that up 
to a month ago there were marvellous prices 
for cattle, sheep and pigs, but they knew 
that that was not the state of affairs. They 
knew that for five, six or seven years weeds 
in the fields grew as fast as homehelp. He 
had got letters, and even telegrams had 
reached him, urging him to stop certain 
people from speaking im public as they were 
speaking, to stop certain scribes 
from writing as they were writing, 
but he had not r mded, because 
he had enough confidence in the g 1 sense 
and patriotism of the Irish people not to 
fear their listening to any speech, or reading 
any paper. What they complained of was 
that dust had been thrown into the vg oe 
eyes in the past, and that they had 
tricked by scribes and speakers. They were 
not foolish optimists, and they knew that 
when they iad stopped the leak in the barrel 
it would require their united individual efforts 
to do any good. 

The people should produce all the food and 
fuel they could. If every individual did his 
part, he undertook that the Government 
would do their part in organising the nation, 
and in grving a lead to the nation where it 
wanted a lead. With the help of the people 
and of the Government—but chiefly of the 
people—they would emerge triumphant and 
stronger from this struggle.
